They presented a written 
protest 


against the new rales claiming that 
they are not warranted Iiy Lowell his- 
tory in tlio matter of lire hazards and 
protested also against the newly es- 
tablished congested dwelling district, 
claiming that it was not laid out sat- 
isfactorily. 


Mr. Ciirroll was tho cliief spokes-

the exchange.

He located her and 
pleaded with her to como back, but sho 
refused, and when he threatened her, 
sho complained to the police, and Rct- 
kovit'a was arrested and sentenced to 30 
days. 


Two days after his release ho went 


to the woman's lodgings and cut her 
throat with a razor. He was arrested 
in Boston and was convicted in Novem- 
ber, ion. but secured a second trial on 
exceptions. He was 
convicted again 


and 0:1 Feb. S was sentenced to be elec- 
trocuted.

ing London newspapers are

ing the ban against the Imported Him 
and h.'.ve grown outspoken in their de- 
nunciation of the 
American product 


in particular. 
While admitting that 


some of the picture productions from 
the states are meritorious they assert 
that 
"Rattlesnake 
Pete," "Broncho 


Bill," and other "cow person" dramas 
predominate in the American field and 
are "quite unintelligible to our peo- 
ple." 


But 
the 
.Vmerican "movie" has 


staunch friends and it is asserted that 
if American productions were 
barred 


the theatres throughout the British 
Isles would be forced to close.

English productions could

to fill the demand and it is said the

Y., Gov. Charles K. Whitman announced 
that he assumed that Osliorno would be 
re-appointed if acquitted of the charges 
contained in two indictments which had 
jiict been brought against him by a 
"Westchcslcr county grand jury which 
for six weeks liad been investigating 
conditions at Kins Slug.

changes brought about by a year and 
a' half of war. 


Before hostilities began the curb 


stones of the principal streets were 
Itned from morning to night by bawk- 
ere of pirated copies of popular songs, 
cheap toy sellers and match vendors, 
while at every few yards tlie passer-by 
was accosted 
by a man or woman 
carrying a fruit basket or a tvay laden 
with chocolates or other candies. Now 
these arc gone and pedestrians are- 
grateful for the relief from tho con- 
stant appeals to buy. 
At the same 


time the police are pleased to be freed 
from the continuous duty of keeping 
the ragged army within the limits ot 
the city ordinances. 


Other characters of London's streets 


whose disappearance, on tho contrary, 
is regretted are the red-coated shoe- 
blacks formerly seen on every street 
corner and around Ihc railroad sta- 
tions. The disagreeable London mud, 
oozing up in case 
of 
wet 
weather 


owing to the clayey composition of 
the subsoil, makes these men's absence 
noticeable, and also that of tlie cross- 
ing sweepers who at the Junctions of 
frequented streets swept narrow path-

was no infantry fighting last night in 
tha region to the north of Verdun 
according to the announcement on tho 
progress of hostilities made

French war office .this afternoon. 


There has been, however, a contin- 


uance of tho artillery activity along 
this front.

the rights of others, or to do right 
within Its own borders; if H falls into 
a condition of misrule and anarchy, 
then it has no right to be treated as 
a self-respecting and independent pow- 
er. In international matters we shall 
li»ve to take steps with regard to dis- 
orderly 
nations that do not behave 


themselves and are festering sores in 
the international body politic."
